A ScHEME For Savine TIME AND MONEY. 


One of the most remarkable features of our London 
streets is that in contradistinction to Nature, which 
provides the human systein with small arteries at the 
extremities, increasing. in size as the centre of the 
organism is approached, the artificers of London have 
eo contrived matters that the further our streets ure 
 gitaated from the great centres the wider they become, 
with the result that there are many spote in London 
where the traffic, for several hours during the day, 
is rendered quite impassable. _ 

The most notable instance of this state of things is to 
be found in the City, where, at the Mansion Hegyse, 
there is daily to be witnessed a s-ene such as no other 
country in the world could show, and is, it is eafe to say, 
tolerated. 

From 10 a.m. to past 6 in the afternoon this narrow 
thoroughfare is eo blocked with vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic, that the daily loss through staynation must be 
something enormous, especially as the stoppage occurs 
just at the time when minutes are as valuable as 


guineas. 
This eels chaotic condition of things, which so 
strikes the foreizner with amazement, is after all sus- 


ceptible of explanation. 

Once upon.a time, when the population of London 
was no larger than that of Fulbam to-day, and when the 
great merchants and even the nobility thought it the 
correct thing to live in the City, the houses boasted of 
gardens not only in the rear but the front. As the 

, increasing necessity of trade rendered the erection of 
fre-h buildings imperative these gardens were absorbed, 
and as property increased in value the width of the 
streets so encroached on that to-day a drive through 

the at constitutes—notwithstanding that it comprises 
only 631 acres—in one sense a long journey. 

In the West-end of London the thoroughfares— 
although even Regent Street is sometimes blocked in 
the afternoon during the Season—are equal to the 
traffic, for the simple reason that they greatly exceed in 

ity the City streets. . 

hus Regent Street is 52ft. wide, Oxford Street (east 

of Duke Street) 51ft., Westminster Bridge 5uft., some 
parts of Piccadilly 51ft. In the City, Bishopsgate is 
22ft., London Bridge 35ft., whilst the thoroughfare at 
the Mansion House, where the strain is heaviest, is not 
much over 30ft.

The recent great revival in trade has, however, now 
brought matters to a climax. Some authorities are of 
opinion that the new electric railway will absorb a 
goodly few of the 300,000 human beings who pass into 


the City by way of the Mansion House daily. But even 
if the new railway dves realise these expectations, which 
is most unlikely, the problem will be still far from 
settled. 

The simplest method of mitigating this evil is by 
the adoption of an excellent scheme which is not 
receiving anything like the support it deserves. The 
idea is to widen the thanmglture at the end of the 
Poultry and Queen Vivtoria Street by throwing back 
the Mansion House a few feet. 

No one claims that this would provea final settlement of 
the trouble, but the present gain would be so enormvus, 
the cost of execution ro inconsiderable, that one is lo: t in 
astonishment, not only that any person should be wilful 
enough to oppose it, but that the setting back of thia 
hugh obstruction was not undertaken years ago. 

It is not as if it were proposed to demolish the 
structure. That would not be tolerate 1, for the Mansion 
House is a building replete with historical associat.ons, 
but these cannot be lessened or destroyed by moving it 
back a few feet. 

Th s scheme seems to be so well calculated to reduce, 
if not remove, the evil, that it ia hoped that it will be 
adopted.

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FIREWORKS IN WARPARE. 


Rocxsrs axp Orues Rir-Raps rHat Do 4 Lor oF 
Damas. 

Ws are 20 accustomed to associate fireworks with 
occasions of publiv rejoicing, with places of popular 
anrasement, and more especially with the day ren 
famous in our calend'r by, the act of Guy Fawkes. to 
regard tem in point of fact as holiday playthings, that 
we are apt to furget that they occasionally play a far 
more important réle; and that they bave on many 
occasions done excellent service on the field of battle. 
Sa’ nations, and those only half civilised, are the 
poor’ inst whom such appliances are most effec- 

ive, for they frighten more than they burt. - . 

There is little doubt that gunpowder was used in 
barbarous warfare long before its sup invention in 
Europe. ‘The English claim that “ villainous ealtpetre ” 
was first compoundel by Roger Bacon in the 
thirteenth century, while the Germans give the credit 
to Berthold Schwartz, who cvma a neration later. 
But the Chinese were beforehand with this invention, 
as they were with many others claimed by Western 
nations, and although they did not use the powder for 
guns. they burnt it so as to make much noise, smoke, 
and flame, and thus terrify their enemies. ; 

‘A mixture of much the same kind was used in ancient 
times by both Greeks and Romans; Greek fire, indeed, 
became the dreaded name of eome inflammable con- 
ponnd which water would not quench, probably consiet- 
ro of the ingredients of gunpowder, with pitch and 

low added. 

But the rocket may be as the firework par 
exeellence, which has figured more than any otber pyro- 
technic device in warfare; moreover ite use is atiil 
retained in our Army, and it has done good service in 
many recent wars. 

‘A war rocket is‘ not altogether a plaything, although 


@ 


it very closely resembles, and is the same in principle, 
as the beautifal aer.al firework which visitors to the 
Orystal Palace know 80 well. The latter has a card- 
board case and a long stick to guide its course through 
the air. The war et, on the other hand, has a case 
of riveted metal, it has no stick. and is fired from a 
trough pointed in the required direction. And whereas 
the tal Palace rocket would only weigh a pound or 
two, the weizht of the two descriptions of Hale rocket, 
as wed by our troops, is Sib. oz. and 25Ib. 12oz. 

tively, the smalier size being used for field service 
and the larger for fortresses. : 

Rockets we-e tirst used by our forces in the year 1806 
jn an uttack on Boulogne with such signal success that 
sbortly afterwards a rocket troop was formed. The 
rocketa then weighed as much as thirty-two pounds, 
and had a range of nearly two miles; they were charged 
with a burning composition like the ol Greek tire, or 
with an expl.sive like the comino: shell. The onl 
drawback to their use was the difficulty, which still 
remains, of obtaining anything like accuracy of aim; 
they are, however, most useful when the objective point

‘Ae an example of what good service rockets will do we 
may cite the battle which preceded the fall of Magdala. 
The fortress of King ‘Theudore was considered by ite 
defenders as impregnable, for it was set upon a hill 
some hundreds of feet high, and defended by w host of 
warriors. Buta few Hale rockets skilfully sent into 
the citadel from below quickly demoralised the troops 
of King Theodore, and he himself committed suicide 
when he saw theee roaring fiery serpents tear into his 
camp and deal death and destraction around him. 
en again at the recent punitive expedition to Benin 
City, our troops had fought 
their way through the 
jangle until they were 
within a mile of city.

the parachute light ball, which is capable of far more 
effi ctive service, for it will remain suspended in the air 
for many minutes, and will brilliantly illuminate some 
acres of ground below it.

Port 
fires or blue 7 also form pes of an army’s 
impedimenta, as do the quickmatch and slowmatch for 
firing mines. In short, a good firework maker could be 
made of im:nense service to a military force which had 
exhausted its ammunition, and was not within reach of 
supplies—provided onlv that he had at hie command 
— necessary ingredients—saltpetre, sulphur, and

gin is composed, and by ringing the changes as 
proportions, one can make slow or quick burning 
pa which will serve for rockets and many other 
lescriptions of fireworks.

A correspondent sends 
me some more of these figures, and aske me what is 
really the shortest time in which it will be possible. 
_——---—In the first place,as most readers of P.W. 
know, the actual round the world record is held by 
Mr. George Griffith, who performed the jenrney for 

. P.W.in sixty-four days and a half, travelling by the 
ordinary routes and as an ordinary traveller, without 
special trains or steamers, So far as present 
rontes are concerned that has never been touched. 
The ‘Trans-Siberian. Railway will no doubt greatly 
shorten the time, because it -will substitute a 
j ig on wheels for tho long steamboat trip 
rom aples or Brindisi to the Far East. That 
ie to say, it will substitute a journey of about 
thirty-five days for one of fourteen. Granted also 
that the railway can be carried up the Bees Straite 
and down through Alaska, so as to join the Canadian 
Pacific, it will bo shortened still further, and, with the 
exception of the Atlantic, the globe-trotter will prac- 
tically be able to go round the world on wheels, but 
even then I have my doubte about thirty-three days, 
the time given by my correspondent. It is so easy to 
say: “ London to Petereburg so man days, Peters- 
burg to Vladivostock so many, ladivostock to 
Vancouver 80 many more,” and s0 on; but it’s a ver 
different thing to do it. For instance, Viadivostoe 
is ice-bound for eight months in the year. Parts 
of the railway woul ee be blocked for weeks 
ata time, and then there are connections to make, 
For instance, it took Mr. Griffith twice as Jong to ss 
his trip as it did tomake it. Then he didn't travel by 
the fastest trains and steamers, but by those that 
fitted in beat. Lastly, he started out from Charing 
Cross to catch a train at Montreal with just ten 
minutes to spare on schedule time when he got there, 
and the chances were & hundred to one against 
him doing it. On the whole I think I shall believe in 
po thirty-three days round trip when I've seen it 

lone.

In 1670. in a single church 
in Edinburgh, thirty sermons were delivered 
week always to a large congregation. In 1653, when 
the sacrament was administered. they followed this 
devout course: On Wednesday they fasted and listened 
to prayers and sermons for more than eight hours. On 
Saturday they heard two or three sermons, and on 
Sunday the number of sermons was eo great that they 
stayed in church more than twelve hours; while two 
or three additiunal ones were also preached, and 
attended by the same congregation, on Monday in 
thankegiving.
